OUTLINE OF THE LECTURE. 

Mr. Cox, after the greeting of applause subsi- 
ded, said that the subject of his lecture was 
Irish Humor,“ but before commencing upon 
it he desired to pay a tribute to the telegravhy 
of this country. It seems that the erudite ope- 
rator misinterpreted my languare, and in the 
transmission of it made the subject read Just 
Human.” [Laughter.) Perhaps the operator 
was better posted in the philology of 
the language than he himself, but he 
had given the matter some attention and 
discovered trom an analysis of the words, trac- 
ing them back to their origin in the Greek and 
Latin tongues, that the telegrapher had really 
goiten his meaning almost exactly. 

He said the quality he proposed to discuss 
was the humor of Ireland rather than her wit 
In comparison with her wit, her humor is as 
the ocean to the river. Wit is not like humor, 
a kindly element. It has more of the diablerie 
inits composition. Wit laughs at, humor with; 
wit is the result of antipathy; humor of sym- 
tipathy; wit punishes pungently; humor 
cherishes cheerfully. Because Ireland has more 
sympathy, she has m re humor thaa wit. Be- 
cause her deviltry is genial she has more fan. 
Our American humor seems to bea mosaic of 
a'lthe humors of all the nations, ho here 
meet in uareserved and odd commingling. 
ot, whet would tris American humor bei 
the Emerald were wanting? Wendell Phillips 
hassaid with the usual exaggeration: ‘‘When 
we would map the continent with 30 000 mises 
of railroad, we buried five millions of Irishmen 
unde: the sleepers.” Aside from his statistics 
it will be conceded that many millions of Irish 
people have been mingled in our midst. They 
are in every other family. 

They have been the nurses of our children and 
the architects of our enterprises. They help to 
form, enliven and elevate our society. Is it 
surprising that the indigenous humor, which 
1s found in the very bog, should here flourish ? 
What if the head and harp on the Irisa coin 
have becn robbed or disfigured by abrasion with 
the selfish surface of our society, enough 
remains to see that the head on the coin wags 
with its strange conceite and the harp is redo- 
lent of its old music. Even our patriotism has 
its admixture in the motto: “Erin go unum; 
e pluribus bragh!’’ [Laughter.] Every one 
can see in the American idea that Every man 
is as good as another,“ the Irish gieam when 
there is added: es, and a good deal better, 
too 717 

But it would be unfair to judge of Irish 
humor by the specimens we have in Amer‘ca 
The Irish are best judged at home—in groups— 
even in their most medicant misery. Let us go, 
then, to Ireland. Fxamine her genealogy. 

iew the woundrous vicissitudes of her society, 
from her earlizetinfancy. Tous may we find 
the stock of that tree whose foliage has shed its 
pleasant shades over so mavy natious. Even 
Englavd--sombre,savage and sour--hacking away 
at the tree for centuries, finds that, like the 
sandal wood, it gives even to the axe of the 
Saxon Vandal its { agrance and unction. 

Affer tracing the Celtic origin of the Irish 
people, and quoting the testimony of those who 
made a study of the characteristics and trans- 
missibie qualities of their ancestry, the lecturer 
said it wasin the organic susceptibility of the 
people that we find the germ and flower of Irish 
humor. It is from antegonistic England and 
her literature that e have learned to misjudge 
Ireland, and to nickname her humor asa con- 
geries of blunder and brogue. 

One cause of Irish humor is to be found in 
the circumstances of her history. Her condi- 
tion has al ways been anomalous ; her society in- 
verted ; her institutions not her own ; her very 
identity as a nstien confounded. No wonder 
the Irishman so often forgets his own persona 
identity ‘‘Ihate that woman,” said a Hiber. 
nian, ‘‘because she changed me in the cradle for 
another gentleman's child!“ So Ireland can 
say to-day of England, and it is no wonder 
when her nation is so confused as to her identi- 
ty and existehce. her sons, in their ardor, con- 
found themselves with somebody else, or lose 
that consciousness of their own existence, 
from which so much of their humor flows. The 
lecturer illustrated by admirable anecdotes and 
instances the truth of this portion of his analysis 

An Irishman is not a ready abstractionist. 
The sensation of ide as hurries him into a tangled 
expression, but the sense follows after awhiie. 
His jolly bor t scuds ahead of his ship. His cart 
is before his horse, but he gets to market. Is 
there, then an innate tendency to inversion in 
their character? It is said that in drowning or 
in hanging, rare colors flicker on the vision 
Ireland seems to have this ss tisfaction, at least, 
in her caiamity.. As from the black mud over 
which the river sleeps, the water-lily arises ar- 
rayed beyond the glory of Solomon, and with a 
perfume s veeter than the roses of Cashmer¢; 80 
from the bogs, huts, hedges and nurseries of 
Ireland arise the beauty and aroma of her mirth. 
[Applause] Ireland is the Mark Tapley oi 
nations—jolly under most adverse circumstan- 
ces; Steepedin misery to the lips, yet head 


over ears in fun. 
THE SOURCES AND MEDIUMS 


of Irish humor were then criticaily and elo- 
quently discussed by the lecturer, revealing in 
the most pleasing manner a thesaurus of in- 
formation heretofore hidden to popular under 
standing. Her humor was traced in the com- 
position of her veriabie literature and in the 
composition of her orators, poets and novelists. 
The lecturer’s expositions and commentaries 
upon this branch of his subject were of the 
most entertaining and entranciag character. 
He then discovered what made up the humor 
of Ireland, treating of the brogue, the doing of 
humor and playing a humorous part, as a prac. 
t cal joke would filustrate, their bulls,““ and“ 
their odd expressions of facts and truths; their 
tepartee, their tendency to hyperbole and tall 
éxaggeration, and their ardent temperament in 
the transaction of every act and duty of life. 
In the elucidation of these branches of his sub- 
ject the eloquent lecturer held the close and de- 
lighted atteation of his auaience, and as apt 
anecdote and samples of wit and repartee fol- 
lowed in quick succession, wave after wave of 
laughter went over the large assemblage.
